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“And when the day of Pentecost was fully come they were all with one accord in one place.”’ Acts 2:1. 
Holy Ghost and began to speak with other tongues as the Spirit gave them utterance.”” Acts 2:4 





“And they were all filled with the 
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Faith and Love 


Faith is the hand that takes things 
from God. All that Jesus purchased can 
be had for faith—salvation, healing, the 
fullness of the Spirit, the fruits, gifts and 
graces of the Spirit. Victory over sin, 
the fiesh, the world, the devil, evil 
spirits, and all the powers of darkness 
may be had by faith, but it must be th: 
“faith which worketh by love.” Gal. 5 
6. 

The Bible says devils believe so intense- 
ly that they tremble, bur their faith 
brings no results because they have no 
love and God says only the faith that 
worketh by love avails. Since we must 
have a faith that works and works by 
love, it will be well for us to see how love 
works. 

We are told that “love covereth ill 
sins,’ Prov. 10:12. 1 Peter 4:8 says 
“love shall cover a multitude of sins.” 
Put the two texts together and we have 
“love will cover all sins, even when there 
is a multitude of them.” Who can tell 
how many a multitude is. Multitude is 
generally used to denote more than you 
can name. Think, real genuine love will 
cover, hide, put out of sight, more sins 
than you can name. Love covers sins. Sin 
is the worst thing in the universe. So 
God says real love will cover the mean- 
est, most trying, evil thing rhat can come 
to you and will keep on covering until 
all of the great multitude of mean things 
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are hid so you cannot see them and so 
others cannot see them through you. 

1 Cor. 13:7 in our King James Bible 
reads, “‘Love beareth all things,” but the 
other translators have it “Love covereth 
all things with silence.” So God says 
love not only hides the evil in others, but 
refuses to even speak of it. Then if we 
tell of the evil some one has done, criti- 
cize, judge, condemn, or murmur against 
anyone, no matter who he is or what he 
is or what he has done, we are proving 
we have not love, because love covers 
with silence. However, this covering and 
being silent to sins is only to the sins of 
others. God says of our own sins, if we 
cover them we shall not prosper but that 
we must forsake and confess them. Prov. 
28:13. We are not to love ourselves, but 
are to love others and cover their sins, but 
do we not reverse God’s order? By cov- 
ering our own sins and exposing the sins 
of others we prove that we love the 
wrong person. It was only when Job said, 

I abhor myself,” that God worked for 
him. In 1 Cor. 13:4 we are told that love 
works by being kind even under long 
continued suffering, real, deep suffering, 
brought upon you by some one. Love will] 
be so very kind to that person. 

Love envieth not, does not desire the 
position, honor, power, benefits, favor, 
esteem, or blessings others have but is so 
glad to see that other person enjoy them 


and would rather help them get more 
than to take from them anything they 
have. 

Love is not puffed up, does not think 
“I know how things ought to be done; 
my opinions and advice are better than 
that of others, I live better, am used of 
God more, know more than that other 
one.” Love esteems others better than 
self (Phil. 2:3). The next verse says 
love looks not on his own things to see 
what he is, has and can get, but on the 
things of the other to see the good that 
he has and does and to see how much he 
can help the other to get. It is unselfish, 
keeps so busy helping some one else that 
he forgets himself and his attainments, 
(Phil. 2:4). In honor preferring one an- 
other (Rom. 12:10). Love is so glad to 
let another have the honor that I could 
have had. Love seeketh not her own (1 
Cor. 13:5). How many of us, when we 
have a real right to a place, time, honor, 
benefit, or possession, refuse to try to get 
it or keep it, but cheerfully, gladly let 
another have it? 

The above verse also says love is not 
provoked, The word “easily” is in italics 
showing it was not in the original. We 
have another text that says the same— 
they that love, nothing shall offend them. 
Then if I get offended, no matter how 
much cause I have to be offended, the

Would we be justified in shifting the 
responsibility of our failure wholly on 
to the false apostles? Do we think such 
an excuse would eliminate us from an- 
swering to God? No, my beloved, there 
are other hindrances such as NEGLECT. 
I believe that NEGLECT is one of the 
bese agents that Satan has on the job 
today. A mother can neglect her child 
and soon the child will become puny and 
eventually die. We can neglect our homes, 
automobiles and lands, and soon our 
homes are in a dilapidated condition, our 
automobile is coughing, wheezing, and 
rattling as it laboriously journeys along 
the highway, our lands are overgrown 
with stick-weeds and underbrush. Such, 
my friends, is the condition of those who 
neglect this wonderful salvation. Where 
God at one time reigned supremely, there 
is now unconcern and spiritual laziness. 
We do not have the same energy as in 
days past. In vain we search for that 
“go ye” spirit that led us through to so 
many victories. Neglect is one of the 
most contributing factors for this state 
of condition. We have neglected to do 
the right thing which we know we should 
have done. On Sunday mornings, while 
in our cozy bed, we hear the village 
church bell ring out clearly on the frosty 
air, “Come to church, come to church,” 
but we console ourselves with the warm 
bed and the excuse, “There won’t be 
many at church anyway, so I don’t be- 
lieve I’ll go this morning.” When our set 
prayer hour is due, we are so busy with 
our daily work, we are so interested in 
the funny paper or radio, or enjoying 
such a nice automobile ride, that this 
hour slips by without one thought of God 
or His goodness to men. God called the 
rich man a fool because of his failure to 
prepare for death. I wonder what He 
thinks of you and me who know the right 
way but yet neglect to do His will. 

Neglect also brings on a_ spiritual 
stupor, which, when it gets its clutches 
on its victim, is very difficult to over- 
come. The devil doesn’t care how often 
we go to church as long as our hearts and 
minds stay asleep. I don’t believe he will 
waste much of his time with people like 
this, as he figures he already has them in 
his power. Read Rev. 3:16. 

Listen to the immortal words of Paul: 
Eph, 5:14, “Awake, thou that sleepest, 
and arise from the dead, and Christ shall 
give thee light.” When shall we awake, 
when shall we break the bars of indif- 
ference and arouse ourselves from the 


dead rudiments of “Modern Christiani- 
ty”? 

“Modern Christianity”! Oh, what a 
reproach to Christ! It not only has con- 
trol of the formal churches but this 
tainted flower is budding in the Church 
of God. But thank God, there is one con- 
solation, it will never mar the celestial 
city of God. 

Hebrews 2:3, “How shall we escape, 
if we neglect so great salvation.” We 
may take the wings of the morning and 
soar beyond the starry heights; we may 
go to the bed of the sea in the submarine, 
or we may board the fastest ocean liner 
and go to the most distant lands of the 
earth, but shall we escane? Can _ the 
scientist of the day devise any plan of 
escape? Can the atheist prove without a 
doubt that there is an avenue of escape 
for those who neglect? No, my friends, 
in accordance to God’s Word, if we neg- 
lect this salvation, we must then accept 
the consequence. God will find us in due 
season. 

Another hindrance to our Christian 
experience is the “sin of omission.” James 
1:22, “Be ye doers of the word, and not 
hearers only, deceiving your ownselves.” 
We would not thrust a dagger into the 
heart of our fellowman. We would not 
steal the milk from our neighbor’s porch. 
We would not take the name of God in 
vain, nor fill our jaw with tobacco. That 
would be sins of commission. Yet we wl 
fail to support the church in its finan- 
cial burdens, we fail to pay tithes of our 
income to support the ministry, which 
Christ said we ought to do. We fail to 
help those little orphans at our home 
like we should, when we know they are 
looking to us for their support. We shut 
deaf ears to the cries of those in foreign 
fields begging for the Word of God to be 
sent to them. We will take our money 
which God has so bountifully supplied 
us with and squander it on the luxurics 
of this life when millions of souls are 
needing to hear the Word of Life. While 
we are sitting at home in our cozy arm- 
chair, our missionary, no doubt is living 
on half rations, traveling on foot over 
the burning sands, through the rugged 
mountain paths in order to carry the 
Word of Jesus to those precious ones who 
love to hear of Jesus and His love. Why 
do our missionaries have to undergo such 
hardships? Why can’t we do more to 
help this good cause? Let me tell you, 
brothers and sisters, we have, to a cer- 
tain extent, lost the love for unsaved 
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souls, and have become only “hearers of 
the word and not doers.” 

We fail to offer a helping hand to the 
brother or sister in need. The visiting 
minister goes home with some sinner of 
the congregation due to our failure to 
invite him to our place of abode. These, 
my brothers, are “sins of omission.” 

Do we console our minds with the 
thought that God will not hold us ac- 
countable for these sins? In His sight 
they are as black as any other sin and we 
will in nowise get by with these stains 
on our garments. We hear James say 
(4:17), “To him that knoweth to do 
good and doeth it not, to him it is sin.” 

We also read that sin or anything 
which defileth shall not enter the city 
of the blessed. Then how can we justly 
console ourselves that we are ready to 
go when we commit these sins of omis- 
sion. Is not God’s Word plain enough for 
us to understand? If so, if we fail to 
do that which we know we should do, 
it is sin and we will be held responsible. 
Therefore, whether sin of commission or 
omission, we will have to answer to God 
in the selfsame manner. 

Some people seem to think that FAITH 
is all they need to carry them through, 
and that this is all that is required of 
them. It is necessary to have faith in God 
in order to please Him, but unless we 
also have works with our faith it will be 
of no benefit to us. We hear James say 
again (2-17), “Faith, if it hath not 
works, is dead, being alone.” From the 
above scripture we see that those who 
commit the sin of omission and trust on- 
ly in faith, are trusting in that which 
is dead, and we know that the same pun- 
ishment will be meted out to us who on- 
ly have faith and not works. 

Turn to Isa. 28:17 and let this mighty 
prophet of the Lord speak: “Judgment 
also will I lay to the line, and righteous- 
ness to the plumet,” then ask ourselves, 
“Will we get by if we fail to do that 
which we know is right?” No, my 
friends, we must also pay the price for 
the sin of omission. 

I believe that it is possible that Satan, 
with his mighty power and deceitfulness, 
can, unless we are FILLED with the 
Spirit and power of God, make us be- 
lieve that we are all right and that we 
are ready for the call, when in reality we 
have failed to do so many small things 
which we should have done, which makes 
us unfit for the kingdom. Remember the 
Word teaches that the small foxes spoil 
the vine. The Christian people of the 
holiness movements do no great sins, but 
oh, how short we are when it comes to 
measuring up to the Word of God. 

We are exhorted to “put on the whole 
armor of God” and I personally believe 
that nothing less than the whole armor

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PRAYER 

“Praying always with all prayer and 
supplication in the Spirit, and watching 
thereunto with all perseverance and sup- 
plication for all saints,’ Eph. 6:18. 

Prayer is an offering up of our desires 
to God for all things lawful and need- 
ful, with humble confidence that we 
shall obtain them through the mediation 
of our Lord and Savior Jesus Christ. 
Paul admonishes the church at Ephesus 
to pray always, that is, we are to enter 
into the spirit of prayer with supplica- 
tion, watching thereunto with persever- 
ance, until we succeed. If we want our 
prayers answered we must be steadfast, 
and we are taught to pray until God an- 
swers our prayers. 

Giving Thanks to God 

“We give thanks to God and the 
Father of our Lord Jesus Christ, praying 
always for you,” Col. 1:3. 

Here Paul is telling the church at 
Colosse that he prays for them always. 
It must have been very encouraging to 
those who were standing for the princi- 
ples and doctrines of the church, to 
know that their leader was praying for 
them always. Sometimes we have the 
burden of prayer and the saints can feel 
the connection and the burden regard- 
less of the distance, I suppose the Church 
in Paul’s day had much of the same 
things to contend with that we do. It is 
certainly necessary now to unite our 
prayers to God for overcoming grace in 
these days of confusion. 

Christian Fellowship 

“Epaphras, who is one of you, a serv- 
ant of Christ, saluteth you, always lab- 
ouring fervently for you in prayers, that 
ye may stand perfect and complete in all 
the will of God,” Col. 4:12. 

Here Paul is sending some of his work- 
ers to the church at Colosse that he 
might know their estate, or in other 
words, their spiritual condition, and he 
also sends greetings from some of the 


saints who are laboring with him. He 
admonishes them to labor fervently for 
the upbuilding of the body and says that 
he labors in prayer for them that they 
may stand perfect and complete. This 
shows that it is necessary to pray together 
that the Spirit may direct us in unity 
and love until we be complete in doctriae 
and fellowship. One of the most impor- 
tant things is prayer. 

The Scope of Prayer 

“I exhort therefore, that, first of alli, 
supplications, prayers, intercessions, and 
giving of thanks, be made for all men,” 
1 Tim, 2:1. 

Paul tells Timothy that first of all 
prayers, supplications and _ intercessions 
must be given. Here he puts prayer first 
and we feel that to Christians prayer is 
one of the most important things. We 
are to pray for all men. If there has ever 
been a time when the Christians of 
America should pray for those in authori- 
ty, it is now. The last days are upon us 
and I wonder sometimes who will be able 
to stand. There is so much confusion in 
the world—strikes, riots, and disputings 
—surely we need God to help us. If our 
country retains its liberty, our congress- 
men and senators should be directed by 
the Lord, and the prayers of the Chris- 
tians will have much to do with their 
attitude toward Christian liberty. 

“Ye are the light of the world, A city 
that is set on a hill cannot be hid,” 
Matt. 5:14. 

It is time for us to let our light shine 
in this dark world of sin and confusion 
and unless we pray until God comes on 
the scene, it will be impossible to wield 
the influence that we should without 
earnest, sincere prayer. 

The Place for Prayer 

“I will therefore that men pray every 
where, lifting up holy hands, without 
wrath and doubting,” 1 Tim. 2:8. 

Here we are exhorted to pray every- 
where, that is, we should be in the atti- 
tude of prayer all the time. It would be 
impossible for us to stay on our knees 
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all the time, but we can pray as we work 
and as we go here and there, and even in 
our sleep we should be in that attitude of 
prayer until God can accomplish His 
purpose through us. Every one of us has 
something to do and if we stay in the 
attitude of prayer, God will speak to us 
and use us for His glory. 

Time for Prayer 

“And he spake a parable unto them to 
this end, that men ought always to pray, 
and not to faint,” Luke 18:1. 

This brings out the same thought that 
Paul brought out in his letter to Timothy. 
These same words were spoken by Jesus. 
In all trials and difficulties, in pleasures 
and displeasures, in joy and in sorrow, 
we should always be in a spirit of prayer. 
We need not expect everything to go 
smoothly all the time. If we will be care- 
ful and prayerful we can maintain that 
good spirit of our Christ and be able to 
enter into the spirit of prayer with all 
saints and at all times be ready to help 
and thereby be used of the Lord to carry 
on His great work. 

The Subjects for Prayer 

“Be careful for nothing; but in every 
thing by prayer and supplication with 
thanksgiving let your requests be made 
known unto God,” Phil. 4:6. 

Here we are admonished not to let the 
trials and difficulties of the temporal life 
hinder us in our spiritual life but when 
these things come we should be careful 
to pray. Along with our prayers we 
should give thanksgiving unto the Lord, 
knowing that He is ever mindful of us 
and in every trial and difficulty He will 
take us through if we will be patient and 
prayerful, 

In Whose Name Should We Pray 

‘And whatsoever ye shall ask in my 
name, that will I do, that the Father may 
be glorified in the Son. If ye shall ask 
any thing in my name, I will do it. If ye 
love me, keep my commandments,” 
John 14:13-15. 

Here we have a special promise from 
Jesus that whatsoever we ask in His name 
we may receive. All prayer is based on 
faith and I am persuaded to believe that 
faith comes through consecration and 
righteous living. Those who obey the 
Lord and keep His commandments may 
get their petitions through by asking in 
Jesus’ name. Selfish prayers will not be 
answered, but we must have the interest 
of others at heart if we expect God to 
bless and answer our prayers. As we look 
out on the field and see the confusion, 
riots, and bloodshed, we feel that the need 
of prayer is greater than ever. Surely Je- 
sus is coming soon and without the Chris- 
tian prevails in prayer, thousands will nor 
be ready to meet Him. Prayer is the 
weapon by which the Christian must

On Overcoming the World 


“For whatsoever is born of God over- 
cometh the world: and this is the victory 
that overcometh the world, even our 
faith,” 1 John 5:4. 


By “the world” here is meant the un- 
godly inhabitants of this earth. Satan led 
Adam astray from God and ever since 
that time man has been a sinner and hates 
God. And the spirit of the nations has 
been to follow Satan. He is called the 
deceiver of the “whole world” (Rev. 12: 
9) and of “the nations” (Rev. 20:3). 

Jesus came to earth to conquer Satan 
and the sinful world and that His fol- 
lowers might do the same. “Be of good 
I have overcome the world”— 
Jesus. (John 16:33). “And the God of 
peace shall bruise Satan under your 
feet” (Rom. 16:20). 

Then in what sense do Christians over- 
come the world? 

1. The wicked spirit of the world that 
has held men in its grip and led them on 
into sin continually is broken off when 
we are saved. Whom the Son makes free 


is “free indeed” (John 8:36). This is 
what happens to every true child of 
God. No man is a Christian who is a 


slave to sin and sinful habits. It is “be- 
cause of these things the wrath of God 
cometh upon the children of disobedi- 
ence” (Eph. 5:6). 

2. A true Christian does not love the 
world in such a way that he holds on to 
any of its sins or practices which God has 
expressly forbidden. He puts God first 


and esteems His will above any and all 


earthly practices. 

3. This means that to the Christian, 
the religion of the Lord Jesus Christ out- 
classes every earthly pleasure. Prayer and

He delights in the 
will of God and all that is connected 
with His service and the silly and sinful 
things practiced by the world do not 
please or satisfy him. 

5. We must not overlook the fact that 
the world has a mighty hold upon men, 
but faith in the almighty Savior is all 





that is needed to break that hold and a 
continuation of that faith in the all- 
sufficient Savior will keep this victory 
firmly to the end. 

6. The overcomers by faith in Jesus, 
have a vision of future glory, blessed- 
ness and rewards that the world knows 
nothing about. The thought of such pros- 
pects should lift up a million miles above 
the foolish things of this present evil 
world.

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Forgiveness 


“And be ye kind one to another, ten- 
derhearted, forgiving one another, even 
as God for Christ’s sake hath forgiven 
you,” Eph. 4:32. 


In a world of so much sin, wrongdo- 
ing, and hatred, there are always misun- 
derstandings, unkind feelings and crosses 
between men, It is hard for sinful men 
to get along together in this sinful world. 
Satan is always stirring up anger and the 
very atmosphere seems to breed hate and 
murder. But in the realm of God’s grace 
there is love, kindness and goodness. Je- 
sus came to make peace and to establish 
a kingdom of love and holiness. 


1. The very spirit of the gospel, the 
moving cause that inspired it and ll 
that accompanies it, is the very opposite 
of hate. Jesus came with forgiveness and 
love for His enemies and all sinners and 
He taught that the forgiveness of all 
enemies was at the very basis of the re- 
ception of the grace that He provided 
for all men. 


2. Jesus not only taught men that they 
should forgive each other (Matt. 6:14) 
but He set the example Himself. Even as 
they crucified Him, He prayed, “Father 
forgive them for they know not what 
they do” (Luke 23:34). The life of the 
Christian is to be modeled after Jesus in 
a general way, that is in everything, but 
especially in the matter of forgiving our 
enemies. 


3. Forgiving our enemies is one of the 
things that Jesus emphasized most. He 
even made it essential to our salvation, 
saying, “If ye do not forgive, neither 
will your Father which is in heaven for- 
give your trespasses” (Mark 11:26). 
Then we can not hold hatred, ill will or 
old grudges against any one if we enjoy 
God’s forgiveness and live to please Him. 

4. Some striking Bible examples: Jo- 
seph forgave his brethren the awful 
wrong they did him, Gen, 50:20. Shimei 
cursed David and cast stones at him and 
his servants at a trying time (2 Sam. 16: 
5), but David forgave him (2 Sam. 19: 
23). Stephen forgave the men who stoned 
him until he died (Acts 7:60). Paul for- 
gave his enemies more than once (2 Cor. 
2:10; 2 Tim. 4:16). 

There is no condition under which a 
Christian is justified in hating another 
person. “He that hateth his brother is a 
murderer.” 

Some one has said, “To do good for 
good is human; evil for evil is brutal; 
evil for good is diabolical; but to do good 


for evil is divine.”

The preachers should take up the sub- 
ject with renewed interest. They should 
inform themselves, so that they can teach 
the people and help to increase missionary 
interest everywhere among the members. 
They must lead out, the people will fol- 
low. 

Every local church, as far as possible, 
should be made to feel the responsibility 
for world-wide missions. The pastors and 
ministers have the first responsibility and 
when they understand and take their 
places in the missionary program there 
will be no trouble about the people. Spe- 
cial missionary meetings should be held 
from time to time, for the purpose of in- 
creasing missionary interest. The subject 
of new missionaries and reaching out to 
do more and give more should ever be the 
foremost thought.

It is true that we are greatly hindered 
by lack of information. But as we study 
and inform ourselves this will be over- 
come. We must know the needs and con- 
ditions, this will help to increase interest. 

Missionary interest is at a low ebb in 


many circles, and for various reasons— 
world conditions, with the many nation- 
al, commercial and racial problems; but 
perhaps the low spiritual tide has more 
to do with this condition than any thing 
else. But difficulties and hindrances are 
overcome by persevering faith in God. 
Think of the handicaps and apparent im- 
possibilities overridden by the apostles and 
others.

We have many reasons to be encour- 
aged and to work with greater earnest- 
ness. In a group of missionaries the ques- 
tion was asked, “Why are you a mis- 
sionary?”

will take us through. With the wiles of 
the enemy now traveling through the 
land, it is harder today to live a conse- 
crated life to God than that of a year 
ago. The power of the enemy is felt more 
strongly, while we allow the power of 
God to be gradually drawn away from 
us on account of our neglect and diso- 
bedience. If there ever was a time when 
we needed the whole armor of God, it 
is now. Would it not be far better to re- 
new our covenant with God NOW and 
awake from our spiritual slumber and be 
ready to go back with Jesus? Do we ap- 
pease our minds that when He comes 
after the bride, just because we are mem- 
bers of the Church of God we will go up 
to meet Him in the air? No, my friends, 
church fellowship is very good and adds 
to our spiritual growth, but unless we 
are walking in all the light and have our 
hearts purified by the blood, we will in 
nowise go back with Jesus. Remember 
the five foolish virgins. They didn’t have 
oil in their lamps, therefore, they were 
unprepared to go out to meet the bride- 
groom. You may say, “I have had the 
Holy Ghost for twenty-five years.” 
That’s fine, but do we examine ourselves 
ever so often to see whether or not we 
still have the same experience or whether 
or not we have DRIFTED? If a log is 
thrown into a swiftly moving stream of 
water it will be rapidly carried down 
stream unless it is anchored in some way. 
This same thing applies to you and me. 
We are thrown into the mad-rushing 
stream of the enemy’s snare and unless 
we are anchored in God’s love, we will 
suffer defeat, but thank God, there is an 
anchor steadfast and sure. 

Another hindrance to our Christian 
experience, which seems to be of most 
vital importance, is OURSELVES. If we 
could see ourselves just as God sees us, 
and just as the world sees us, we would 
not think that we amounted to so very 
much after all. We know that we are 
wholly dependent on God for our every 
need, including our very life itself. God 
can, if necessary, do without us. He does 
not need our support in any way. If we 
fail to measure up to His Word, there is 
no doubt but what He will raise up 
children who will. The world could get 
along without us very easily. The indus- 
tries and manufacturing plants would 
run at full speed if we were not here. 
There always has been some one who can 
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take our place in our earthly affairs, and 
God is able to raise people to take our 
place in spiritual affairs, if we fail Him. 
So you see my friends, we don’t amount 
to so very much after all. 

OURSELVES comes first in every- 
thing. We humor ourselves entirely too 
much. We pity ourselves too much. We 
do not deny ourselves enough for the 
sake of Christ and His cause. If we 
could only bring ourselves under control, 
I am sure we would be more qualified 
and better equipped to fight the entang- 
ling snares of the enemy. When we go 
to services and the good man of God be- 
gins to hew us with the Word of God, 
we at once find fault with his preaching 
and readily find excuses for our not meas- 
uring up to the Word. But, my friends, 
I am made to believe that God will take 
no excuse whatever for our failure to do 
His will. He has instituted a way by 
which we can be made overcomers and 
live in accordance with His commands, 
and then if we fail, we have no one to 
blame but ourselves. Often I have heard 
the remark that “So and So caused me 
to backslide.” You are entirely wrong. If 
we backslide it is because we, OUR- 
SELVES, have not fully consecrated our 
all to Him. If we could only conquer 
ourselves and get victory over the one 
who wears our hat, it would be much 
easier to combat with the forces on the 
outside. What we need mostly is to let 
God run us up and down over His wash- 
board until we are thoroughly clean, and 
then apply the fire of the Holy Ghost to 
our lives. I have seen so many who claim 
to have the Holy Ghost and yet practice 
things of this life which I am sure the 
Holy Ghost would not partake of. Some- 
times I am made to wonder, How can 
this be? Then I realize that where there 
is a true there is always a counterfeit. 

In this article I have tried to bring 
before the reader the need of RUNNING
